mcertain, but we are great on corn. The 
notion that the price must be governed by 
he law of supply and demand is a bupor- 
titian, by means of which the rich plun- 
er and oppress honest toil. Make ye, 
heiefore, a law In accordance with which 
overeign and august statute corn shall 
ie put upon a par with wheat. They 
nail bo interchangeble bushel for bushel, 
tnd the price of corn shall be the same as 
he price of wheat. Do this, and tbe peo- 
)lo of Kansas shall rise up and call you 
ilessed, and all the world except tbe 
nouey lenders shall hail you as the eraan 
i pa tore of mankind 
"Tbe wise men passed the law as the 


governor had advised and all the people 
if the state rejoiced, for their cribs were 
iill of corn. They could hardly contain

Should the person called upon 
be absent from home, the visitor is ex- 
perteil to leave her ca.rd with one end 
turned over, and in one corner is to be 
written the initials E. P., meaning en 
persona, or in pel-son. Upon, ringing 
the bell the visitor is usually greeted 
by au unseen person witli the words,

leave the proper form is to exclaim, in 
the case of a lady: "Sonora, I place my- 
self at your feet."

•SOUND ASLEEP A WEEK. 


Indian Fakir Keats Seven Days Vn 


Hypnotic Slumber. 


To the student of hypnotism anil 


auto-suggestion there is no more inter- 
esting study than the sleeping- faldrs 
of India, These men go into a sleep 
whicii lasts for many days. For years 
their ability to do it was doubted by 
all Europe, where the fact of the 
Btraiige accomplishment was first made 
known in a general way. 


Even when a number of them, visited 


England and demonstrated their power 
the British, scoffed at them, though 
some of the best physicians of England 
vouched for the genuineness of the 
tests. Since that time, however, the 
singular ability of the fakirs has been 
recognized, and. they are no longer re- 
galrded as impostors. 


During the recent Hungarian millen- 


nial exposition at Buda-Pesth a fine op- 
portunity was presented to learn as 
much about the fakirs and 'their re- 
markable industry as they will permit 
anyone not of their own caste to know. 
The management of the exposition en- 
gaged three of them. 


The fakirs were in London at the 


time of their engagement, and arrange- 
ments were made with one of them 
to enter the cataleptic sleep before 
leaving London, and to be transported 
in that state to the exposition, where 
he wae to. be awakened. He was to re- 
main asleep a week. 


The preparations for the long sleep 


were simple. The fakirs sat down, to- 
gether to a meal which consisted only 
of a little milk. That they drank in the 
dining-room of the hotel, in the pres- 
ence of their attendants and others in- 
terested in the performance. 


When they had drank the milk they 


began what at first seemed conversation 
in their mother tongne. It soon devel- 
oped into a monotonous singing. When 
through they addressed the guests 
about the table, proposing a toast in 
good English. 


Then the one who was to go to sleep 


before the journey to Buda-Pesth ivas 
begun withdrew from the room and ar- 
rayed himself in the garment which, he 
was, to wear until he should again 
awaken. It was a. loose, flowing gar- 
ment o! light silk that enveloped his 
whole form and reached to his feet. 
When attired in that he reentered the 
dining-room and greeted those about 
him in Knglish. 


In a niche in one corner of the room 


rested a coffin made entirely of glass. 
The gla",<i was thick and heavy and cal- 
culated to withstand the strain of the 
journey. The top was removed from 
the coffin, the fakir entered it and 
stretched himself on the bottom on his 
back. 


One of the attendants wrapped the 


fakir's legs about with a silk cover. The 
fakir ilxi'd his gaze on the tip of his nose 
and continued to gaze in that direction. 
It made him appear cross-eyed. 


At that point one of (he other fakirs 


stepped beside the coffin and laid his 
hands on the forehead of the one within. 
The eyos of the fakir in the glass coffin 
began to stare, and in about two min- 
utes, he v* as in a deep sleep. Then the 
coffin was closed and prepared for the 
journey. 


The coffin containing the sleeping 


fakir, with the attendants and all of 
those interested, journed together from 
London to Buda-Pesth. The fact that 
that fakir was coming was well adver- 
tised by the management of the exposi- 
tion, and consequently great interest 
was manifested by the public. A crowd 
saw the coffin taken from the train and 
followed it to the largest theater in the 
city, where, it had been announced, the 
fakir would be awakened. 


Within a few hours and In the pres- 


ence of a great throng the coffin was 
opened. A physician thrust a needle 
Into the arm of the fakir withoutelicit- 
ing any sign of life on the part of the 
sleeper. Several other tests, not so se- 
vere, were made to ascertain if the Hin- 
doo were really in a cataleptic state or 
on?y shamming. The entire company 
was agreed that there wasnoshamming 
about it. 


When the means employed had failed 


to arouse the sleeper one of the other 
fakirs approached the glass case and 
murmured something in his native 
tongue which sounded like a prayer. 
He explained subsequently that his mur- 
murinp-s were the suggestions that have 
to be made for awakening one in the 
cataleptic condition of his fellow-fakir. 
As the murmuring continued it was 
noticed that the cheet of the sleeping 
fakir began to heave. Then he was 
found to be breathing, though the respi- 
ration was so irregular as to be spas- 
modic. At the same timo the arms and 
legs were still rigid. 


The pupils of the eyes could not be 


seen at IJiat time, they having contract- 
ed to a remarkable degree. The mur- 
muring by the other fakir went on 
and the pupils grew slowly larger. When 
they had regained their normal size 
the extreme rigidity had left the body. 
The sleeper, not yet altogether out of 
the condition in which he had been for a 
week, groaned aloud. Then his lower 
Jaw began to move and by degrees he re- 
gained consciousness, and after awhile 
waa given a glass of milk. 


He complained of pains in the back 


and asked to be lifted from the gloss 
coffin. His request was complied with, 
and it made him groan so that he could 
be heard all over the building. It was 
fully half an hour later before he waa 
able to lift himself. He told the au- 
dience that while asleep lie had been in 
the other world, where he had heard 
excellent music and felt extremely well. 


The name of the fakir who under- 


went th« experiment is Bhim-jen-Prat- 
ley. He is 23 years old and is a native 
of Lahore, Punjab, India. He says that 
his ability to perform, the feat is due 
entirely to his great effort of will and 
to auto-suggestion.—If. Y. World.

Primitive Method at Hundlioe the EWM> 


Milk. 


Every morning-, two hours before 


dawn in winter and one hour \vhea the 
days lengthen to spring, it is the duty 
of the cheesemaker to call the shep- 
herds hy beating: » drum. The men 
who live in the open emerge from their 
straw boxes at the sound and begin to 
drive their herds toward the milking 
shed. 
There each flock enters its own pen, 


these smaller pens communicating with 
a larger one into which the flocks are 
admitted in turn; from this central in- 
closure there are ten or twenty narrow 
openings which lead into as many short 
passages. Near the end of each a man 
is seated on his stool with milking pail 
ready, and as ewe after ewe crowds' 
down the narrow corridor the milker; 
throws a two-prong-ed wooden fork over 
its neck, thus holding it until it is' 
milked, and so on until the 2,000 or 3,000; 
ewes have given their tribute of milk. . 


In some dairies it is the custom to 


make the ewes pass twice through the' 
milking shed, and it is said that this 
system has been known to give an in- 
treaae of production of over 
7,000 


pounds of cheese. The flocks are then 
driven to the grazing ground allotted 
to each by the head man until the sun 
set-* and the erening milking time comes 
round again. The milk is meanwhile 
carried 
by 
the 
milkers 
to 
the 


"vergheria," where it is poured through 
course linen sieves into the caldron; 
the milk is first slightly warmed, then 
lifted from the fire till the rennet is 
added; after that it is boiled until the 
curd forms a solid block, which sinks 
to the bottom of the caldron, leaving 
only the milky whey. 


The cheesemaker's duty is now to di- 


vide this curd among the men, who 
manipulate and press it with their 
robust arms until it is dry, when It is 
formed into round, flat cheese-, on which 
the name of the man who made it is 
stamped. The remaining1 whey is boiled 
a second time, and now it ii the duty 
of a less-dignified subordinate to divide 
large spoonfuls of the coagulated mass, 
now called "ricotta," to the men. not 
forgetting the absent shepherds. If any 
remains it is put into snuillbowl-shaper! 
baskets of woven, withes and sold. Anil 
in this routine, repeated each morning 
and evening, the days pass slowly by.— 
Good Words.
